1 and June 80, Inclusive, of 14,766,555 hend,
This wig 700,088 head less than for the
corresponding perlod of 101, and #7.002
head less than for 1900,

Tukihg the Chicngo market as typleal,
the monthly average wolght of cattle has
begun to recover from the lower level of
M0 pounds pep head In April, In May the
nverage weight rose to 067 pounds, und
In June to 06 pounds per head, ‘The
averagne welght of hoge I8 lilkewlse recov-
ering, but the numerienl supply Is still
nearly aomilllon short of the recelpts for
the firat half of 1001,

A rough gunge of the Inerense In the
consuming demand for menta Is found in
the trunk line shipments of provisions
from Chieago and Chlengo points.

Dgmestle frefght receipts nt 155 ports,

celpts at Boston durlng the first six
months ending with June totalled 2,284.-
004 tons, compiared with 2,011,700 tons in
1001, Ordinarily these receipts are about
equally divided between anthracite and
bituminous, but thus far this year there
has been o loss of 40 per cent, In anthra-
cite tonnage, while bituminous reccipts

L—The distinguishing
fenture of today's stock market was the
marked subsidence of activity which has
been In progress all this week, but which
reached a condition almost of Lorpor to-
day. The movement of prices was also
extremoly slugeish, with the exception of
n few prominont stovks. Tho Iarge spee-
uintive interosta who have most largely
mide the recent activity of the market
were quiescent. 1t Is probable that the
reception glven to the formal announce-
ment of the Rock Island plan of conver-
slon of Its capital and reorganisition of
the methiod of ¢ontrol had something to
do with the pauge in the speculation. The
recont brilllant advance In Rock Island
has been an important Influence on the
whole market. Rook Island Itself fell to
i level of 3% below last night during the
morning. Another disturbing Influence
wins the rerewed break In Colorado Fuel,
which went below %0, After Rock Island
and Colorado Fuel quieted down and mado
some recovery there was an improvement
in the genernl market and a few slocks
became strong and helped the genernl
mitrkot, Bt Paul New York Central, the
local tractions, Western Unlon and Amer-
lean 8melting were among these, But
the effect on the general murket wns
very slight at any time.
